Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments, filed on 2/1 7/2006, with respect to Claims 5,6,11,12,15, 
and 16 have been fully considered and are persuasive (detailed arguments refer to 
pages 8-1 1 ). The rejection of claims 5, 6, 11, 12, 15, and 16 under 35 USC § 1 1 2 
second paragraph has been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1 -1 6 and 1 8 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. 

□ The prior art fails to teach an electronic circuit/arrangement /system of 
Claims 1, 7 and 13 that specifically comprises the following: 
- The instant application is deemed to be directed to a non-obvious 
improvement over the admitted prior art of the instant application and the 
invention patented in Pat. No. US 3,993,867, US 5,541,535, 5,761,246, 
and 6,226,330. The improvement comprises: 

With regard claim 1 , " the signal sending circuitry creating a 
combined signal at the interface node, the combined signal being 
dependent on the signal from the electronic circuit and the signals 
simultaneously applied by the two or more separate electronic circuits 
connected at other points to the transmission line; while simultaneously 
receiving signals from two or more separate electronic circuits over the 
common transmission line: and decoding circuitry coupled to the interface 
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node, the decoding circuitry for detecting the combined signal at the 
interface node and decoding the signal from the two or more separate 
electronic circuits responsive to the combined signal. " as recited in 
combination of other limitation as described in the claim; 

With regard claims 7 and 13, " each circuit including sending 
circuitry connected to the common transmission line, the sending circuitry 
of the respective circuits cooperating to produce an encoded signal on the 
transmission line based upon the values of the respective digital signals 
asserted by the respective circuits: and each circuit further including a 
decoding arrangement for decoding the encoded signal appearing on the 
common transmission line to produce the digital signals asserted from 
each other circuit ." as recited in combination of other limitation as 
described in the claim.
